It is uureaFonuble for a mer- 
chant to expect his clerk to 
cheat his customers, and deal 
honestly with his employer. It 
is uu reasons I ile tor church mem- 
bers to expect sinners to feel a 
deep interest in the Gospel, 
when their own acta show that 
they leel very little interest in it 
themselves. It is unreasonable 
tor ministers to expect their con- 
gregations to beer wi*h feeling 
a message which they deliver 
without feeling or zeal. It is 
unreasonable for a worldly 
church to expect a consecrated 
ministry, or for those who do 
not attempt to obey the first 
principleB of Christian duty, to 
expect that the Lord will honor 
aud bless them with hie presence. 
It is unreasonable for ministers 
who are haggling tor salaries, 
and who determine the course of 
duty by the amount of pay they 
can get, to expect those who 
know them and follow them to 
be habitually noble, generous 
and self-sacrificing. It is unrea- 
sonable tor nieti to expect to 
gather grapes of thorns, or tigs 
of thistles. It is unreasonable 
for a church to expect sinners to 
come to Christ for pence, and 
rest, and comfort, when they 
know that the church members 
are foraging arouud the world 
on the same t rrmncJ, aud thus 
confessing that (.'lin-t does not 
sat inly them, hut that they must 
go to the theatre for amusement, 
to the ball-room for pleaaure, to 
the political arena for honors, 
aud to the secret societies tor 
fellowship. If Christ is not all 
i no in all to those who aiready 
know him and love him, what 
reason have we to expect lhat 
others will forsake all and fol- 
low him?
